S.R.O. 101. — Tn cxerci.se of the powers conferred by clause (3) of section 282' 
of the Cantonments Act, 1,924 (2 of .1924), the Cantonment Board, St. Thomas 
Mount-cum-Pallavaram, hereby makes the following bye-laws to amend the bye- 
laws for regulating the collection, recovery and refund of property tax, scaveng- 
ing tax, profession tax, etc., In the St, Thomas Mount-cum-Pallavaram Canton- 
ment published with the Government of India, Defence Department Notification 
No. 1242, dated the 23rcl July. 1949, the .same having been previously published 
and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government as re- 
quired b.v sub-section (1) of .section 284 of the said Act, namely; — 

In the said bye-law.s, after bye-law No. (7) the following bye-laws shall be 
added, namely:— 

“8(a) The Proprietors or lessees of every cinema theatre or any person hold- 
ing any entertainment within the Cantonment area of St. Thomas Mount-ctwn- 
Pallavaram shall include the amount of tax hi the form of surcharge imposed 
by the Cantonment Board In the tickets for admission for such shows /entertain- 
rnents, recover the same from all persons so admitted and remit the same once a 
week to the Cantonment Board Office at St. Thomas Mount- 

(b) The Proprietors or lessees of all chiema theatres constructed within the 
Cantonmen: area of St. Thomas Mount-cwm-Pallavaram Cantonment shall remit 
to the Cantonment Board once a week the amount of tax in the form of a sur- 
charge imposed by the Cantonment Board on each show of cinematographic ex- 
hibition within the Cantonment area. 

(9) The Cantonment Executive Officer, or any other official of the Canton- 
ment Board authorised by the Board or by the Cantonment Executive Officer 
may inspect the cinema theatre or the place of entertainment during tM th^ of 
shows /entertainments on short notices and the Cantonment Executive Officer 
or such anthori.sed official shall be given full facility by the proprietors/lesseeB- 
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or the agents of the cinemas or other entertainments to Inspect the accounts, the 
sale of tickets and all other records connected with the collection of surcharge 
on Entertainment Tax and show tax- 

(10) The admission tickets sold in any cinema theatre and other place of 
entertainment shall carry the facsimile signature of the Cantonment Ebcecutive 
O^er of the Cantonment Board, St. Thomas Mount-cum-Pallavaram. The 
facsimile signature of the Cantonment Executive Officer shall be put on the ad- 
mission tickets at the Office of the Cantonment Board in the presence of the 
Cantonment Executive Officer or his authorised officials. 

(11) A statement of the weekly returns of the sale of tickets in the cinema 
theatres and other entertainments .shall be submitted every week by the pro- 
prietors/lessees or the agents of cinemas and other entertainments In ‘Form-A’ 
appended to these bye-laws copy of which also shall be sent by them to the Com- 
mercial Tax Officer concerned.
